Substitute for McGrath, Jamison 
and Erman Measures Received 
Favorable Action. 


OPPOSITION IS HEARD 


Dr. W. W. Boyd and Cornelius 
Fauntleroy Speak Against 
Its Enactment.

FERSON CITY, Jan. 29.—The House 
Committee on Elections reported favor- 
aovly the substitute for the McGrath, 
Jamison and Erman bills providing for 


a new primary law for 8t. Louis. 

On motion of McCarty of Pemiscot 
the bill was given precedence in print- 
ing. The penalty clause in the bill 
designates violation as a felony punish- 
able by a term of from two to five 
years in the penitentiary. It is prob- 
able the bill will be Sent to engross- 
ment Thursday, with prospects of final 
passage in the House by Saturday. 

The Senate Committee on Elections 
called a special meeting today to hear 
Cornelius Fauntleroy and the Rev. W. 
W. Boyd of St. Louis, who urged the 
adoption of the Jamison bill. They 
agreed to strike out the objectionable 
features of the Jamison measure, but 
the committee announced that it had 
prepared a substitute along the lines of 
the State primary law. 

Dr. Boyd Opposes Bill. 

Boyd declared that the law the 
committee proposed would not be ef- 
fective in preventing fraud. “Why,” 
he said, “it provides for only two voting 
precincts in each ward.”’ 

‘“‘Have you read the bill?” asked Sen- 
ator Kinney. 

“Thoroughly,” replied Dr. Boyd, 

“Then you ought to know,” retorted 
Kinney, ‘that it conforms to the State 
primary law and provides for as many 
polling booths as there are voting pre- 
cincts in St. Louis.”’ 

Dr. Boyd accepted the correction. He 
gaid he represented the People’s League, 
with a membership of 60,000. 

“They are all voters, too, and if this 
bill goes through every man of them

ROADS ANNOUNCE 


GENT RAISE IN 
LOGAL GOAL RATE 


Traffic Bureau Files Schedule 
With Interstate Commission 
to Be Effective April 1. 
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Charge From Illinois Fields to 
St. Louis Placed at 57% Cents 
—Arbitrary Is Retained. 





A new Coal tariff, effective April 1, 
increasing the freight rates 5 cents a 
ton from the Illinois coal fields to St. 
Louls and East St. Louis, has been filed 


with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion by William Cameron, secretary of 
the Coal Traffic Bureau, a central or- 
ganization representing all the coal car- 
rying lines, 

The new rate to St. Louis will be 57% 
cents a ton, and to East St. Louis, Mad- 
ison, Venice and Granite City 37% cents 
a ton. The old rate was 52% cents to 
St. Louis and 32% cents to East St. 
Louis and other East Side points. 

P. W. Coyle, commissioner of the 
Traffic Bureau of the Business Men's 
League, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he would file a protest against the 
increased rates with the interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Will Make Thorough Protest. 

“The railroads will have to justity the 
increased rates before the comr ission 
will permit them to go into effect,” 
said Coyle. ‘‘We shall appear before 
the commission and make our fight 
against the increase. As the increase 
will not go into effect until April 1, we 
will have ample time to get our facts 
together ang present them to the com- 
mission.’’ 

Secretary Cameron of the Coal Traffic 
Bureau said that he did not know why 
the coal rates were ordered increased. 

‘In putting out the new tariff I merely 
acted on the instructions of the coal 
carrying lines which this organization 
represents,’’ he said. 

The increase in the rates was filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion without the coal men of St. Louis 
knowing anything about the contem- 
plated increase, according to James 
Kuhn of the firm of Devoy & Kuhn. 
Kuhn said that he had not heard about 
the increase until a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported called him by _ telephone. 


The new’ coal rate’ maintalngy the ar- 


bitrary of 20 cents a ton on St. Louis 
deliveries. In making the new tariff 
Cameron adhered to the rule of the rail- 
roads to charge the arbitrary, making 
the rates for St. Louis 2 cents a ton 
higher than the rates for East St. Louis 
and Madison, Granite City and Venice. 

The proposed increase in rates likely 
will bring forth a vigorous protest on 
the part of the coal dealers of St. Louis. 
The dealers have contended that the 
rates were high enough, and that no in- 
crease was justifiable. 

Bureau Under Charges. 

Every coal-carrying railroad on the 
east side, including some that are not 
members of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, is a member of tne Coa 
Traffic Bureau and adheres -¢igidly to 
the tariffs it promulgates. 

The Government, in its suit to dissolve 
the Terminal Railroad Association, 
charged that the Coal Traffic Bureau 
was an illegal combination, engaged in 
the business of making freight rates. 
The representatives of the -aliroads 
have regular meetings in the offices of 
the Coal Traffic Bureau and agree upon 
rates. The Government charged that 
this was unlawful.

It is well 
that I am here to speak for her Miss 
Akiho’s fame’ may not have reached the 
scope in Japan that Miss Addams’ has 
in America. A Japanese woman’s fame 
does not spread as it would in America. 
But the two women are to be compared 
in these respects: Miss Akiho was in 
Tokio as was Miss Addams in Chicago, 
the first woman to engage extensively 
in social work. Both work upon the 
principle that the prevention of immor- 
ality is more worthy and important 
than the curing of it. 

“It may be that there the likeness 
ends. Miss Akiho’s work assumes’ a 
| definite: purpose and shows definite re- 
sults which differ from Hull House 
methods as conditions in Tokio differ 
from conditions in Chicago. 


‘‘Miss Akiho’s interest primarily is 
the uplifting of women, through their 
moral and mental development. Since 
the adoption of the constitutional form 
of government in 1886 Japan has done 
much toward making women .equol with 
the men, educating them and revogniz- 
ing their rights in many ways. 

“Thirty years have not been enough 
with the centuries of dependencies and 
cegradation women were accustomed to 
in Japan. Self-reliance, self-respect, 
moral and mental responsibility are 
qualities that have to grow out of the 
women themselves. 

“Since the Government schools have 
been established all over Japan it is the 
custom for girls to attend the gram- 
mar school then come to Tokio for the 
high school training. It is the custom 
to let them come alone and although 
schools are plentiful the Government 
has not seen fit to provide homes for 
these girls. . 


“With so little knowledge of the 
world and so little self-reliance unfortu- 
nately these girls become easy prey to 
the temptation of a vast and wicked 
city. 

‘One -is always hearing of suicides or 
surrender to disgrace, among the best 
types of these young Japanese women. 
Miss Akiho, through her long. associa- 
tion with Christian missionaries and 
Western ways, conceived the idea of 
safeguarding the morals of these young 
women throt&%h the establishment of 
Christian homes for them. 


Dormitories of Virtue. 

“She began on a small scale but the 
scheme flourished until now the ‘Akiho 
dormitories of virtue,’ as you would 
translate their name into English, are 
A permanent institution. It is with the 
object of raising $250,000 among Christian 
people with which to complete another 
building on the order of your Y. W. C. 
A. building here that Miss Akiho comes 
to America. A great deal of money has 
been collected and the teas and lectures 
where I tell of Miss Akiho’’ work and 
where Miss Akiho gives exhibitions of 
Japanese objects, costumes and man- 
ners have become more and more pop- 
ular. Our departure from St. Louis has 
been postponed over and over again, But 
after the lecture at Second Baptist 
Church Thursday evening, we really 
must take our departure.’’

{| Co-operation is the act of working jointly together. 


{ Co-operation is the act of two or more persons uniting their skill 
or resources fo produce something, to buy something, or to 
share the profits on something. 


{ Co-operation is based on a well established fact, that two or more 
articles of a kind can be produced more cheaply than one; that two 
or more articles of a kind can be bought, and afterwards sold, more 


cheaply than one. It’s a simple principle. A child can see it and un-- 


derstand it. A stick of candy costsacent. Six sticks can be bought for 
a nickel: ! a 


{| Take the matter of this piano transaction as another illustration. 


q The manufacturers who are interested in this plan saw that if they 
could sell more pianos they could build them at a reduced exs 
pense. To sell more pianos, they must get the co-operation of piano 
dealers like this house and other large distributers throughout differ- 
ent sections of the country. | pein fe 


{| To sell more pianos, these dealers were shown that they would have 
to be content with a smaller profit on each piano sold. But by 
selling many more pianos they could make a larger aggregate 
profit. 


{| To sell many pianos instead of a few, it was unanimously decided 
that the dealer’s proposition to his customer would have to be attractive. 
That it would have to be fair, square, open and above board—and, 
above all—more liberal in all its conditions than pianos are 
regularly sold upon. 


{] It was also pointed out that the co-operator’s proposition to the public 
would have to be uniform, on each and every piano distributed on 
this plan. That each and every person who participated in this co- 
operative plan should share and share exactly alike. 


{| In contrast to this plan, the usual method of selling pianos 
has been: If there were twenty pianos sold of a given grade, they 
were sold under twenty different conditions of sale, and, in many 
cases, at actually twenty different prices. 


q So, with these things in mind, certain piano manufacturers and cer- 
tain rherchants (including ourselves) came together. 


The manufacturers said: “We can make better pianos, and make 
them for less money, if we can geta bigger market.”’ 


€{ The dealers (we were one of them) said: “If wecan buy cheaper 
so that we can offer more attractive inducements, we can make a 
bigger market’ —which resulted in this Co-operative Association. 


‘| After this Association was formed, this plan was worked out. 


q We started with the idea of selling more oianos through an 
incentive. But what would the incentive be? What would induce 
you to purchase a piano? Logically, it could be but three things: 


{ (1) A lower price; (2) easier terms; (3)more liberal 
conditions of sale, all the way through. 


q We reasoned like this: Suppose something could be made and\sold 
at'a profit, for a dollar each. Now suppose, by ‘making twice as 
many of these somethings, and by employing guicker and more 
economical selling methods, these same somethings could be made 
and sold at a profit, for seventy-five cents each. What would be 
the result? 


q The result would be that two sales would be made, aggregating 
one dollar and fifty cents, where there had been but one sale made 
before, amounting to only one dollar, and two oersons would 
thus save twenty-five cents each by the transaction. Do 
vou catch the idea! 


‘| Now what has happened? 


q We have worked out this plan. To put it into effect, the three in- 
centives above mentioned have become the very “waro and 
woof’’ of this whole proposition. The orice has been lowered; 
the terms have been made so easy that, as some say, “they are almost 
ridiculously \ow,” and it is left to your own good judgment, if the 
conditions of sale are not the fairest, squarest, and most lib- 
eral upon which you have ever known anything to be sold.

Little Stories 
of Co-operation 


A thrifty housewife spent a couple 
of weeks up state last Summer. 
While there she met a farmer who 
had fine, fresh eggs to sell. The 
farmer had been selling eggs to the 
country storekeeper, who in turn 
had been shipping them to the com- 
mission merchant in the city, the 
commission merchant in turn selling 
them to the city retailer, from whom 
you buy them. 


Now this good woman saw 4 
chanee for a bargain and made a 
deal with the farmer, to ship her 
twenty-four dozen eggs each week, 
for which she was to give him eigh- 
teen cents a dozen winter and 
summer. Coming home she told 
friends and neighbors. Result— 
nine families with her’s divide the 
twenty-four dozen eggs, and divide 
the cost of getting them by express 
(which amounts to about three cents 
a dozen), making ifresh eggs cost 
she and her friends, the year round, 
about twenty-one cents a dozen— 
ali through co-operation.

Switzerland is one of the fore- 
most countries in promoting co-op- 
erative societies. Switzerland has 
long taken a leading position among 
nations in economics, and was one 
of the first countries to take serious 
hold on the co-operative idea. To- 
day this thrifty little nation fairly 
bristles with co-operative gocieties 
representing every shade of com- 
mercial, manufacturing and financial 
activity. 


Fourteen young graduate dentists 
of a certain well-known Dental Col* 
lege, last summer, purchased four- 
teen dental chairs, all at one time 
and as one pur- 
chase, thereby 
saving thirty 
dollars on each 
chair, or, a total 
of four hundred 
and twenty dollars—through co- 
operation. Just as three hundred 
persons will save_ collectively 
$30,375 in the purchase of these 
three hundred pianos, or, will save 
individually, One Hundred and 
One dollars and twenty-five cents. 


In Russia the government itself 
co-operates with various co-opera- 
tive societies. In one instance the 
government has loaned forty mil- 
lion dollars to a Farmers’ Co-opera- 
tive Credit Society, charging the so- 
ciety only five per cent. on the loan. 
This.money is loaned to the members 
of these societies on long time and 
easy terms and each member shares 
in the profits of the Society to which 
he belongs. This information has 
just recently come to hand through 
an official report of United States 
Ambassador Curtis Guild.

According to the last official re- 
port, there are 28,141 co-operative 
societies in Germany with a total 
membership of 4,579,740 members. 
Of these 2205 societies with 1,328,779 
members are consumer co-opera- 
tives. One of these societies at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, last year 
did a total business of $1,693,128, 
and has a membership of. 20,449, 
whose individual liability is fixed at 
$7.14 each. : 


There are 15,000 rural co-operative 
banks in Germany—with an average 
membership of 100 persons each. 
This membership is largely made up 
of farmers and 
the banks are 
organized to 
finance the. 
farmers with all 
the loans they 
require. These 
banks extend their operations over 
the entire empire—and last year did 
a business of one billion, five hun- 
dred 
marks. 

The co-operation idea in Germany 
is not confined entirely to financial 
co-operation. There are distributive 
co-operative societies, dairying co- 
operative societies, and other kinds. 
The working classes of Germany 
have found an idea which gives aid 
to them in buying, in selling, and in 
banking. 

The members in this nation-wide 
movement felt the need of co-opera- 
tion. among themselves. As a re- 
sult, provincial organizations are 
formed to Kite nae the co-operation 
idea, to educate the people in the 
movement, and te act as a general 
defense association for the entire 
membership of the co-operation 
movement.

A general revision of the present sys- 
tem of costs which would be “more 
equitable generally and less burdensome 
to litigants of small means,”’ is recom- 
mended. A graduated system of taxing 
costs is suggested by which suits for 
small amounts can be instituted in the 
Circuit Court on a cash deposit no larg- 
er than now is required to begin litiga- 
tion before a Justice of the Peace. 

The recommendation is made that the 

terms of the Circuit Court be reduced 
from five to two, and that the terms 
continue in session for longer periods, 
to prevent overcrowding and the con- 
tinuance of many Cases at the close of 
terms. 
Technicalities are not approved by the 
committee. The committee believes le- 
gal pleadings should be simplified, ac- 
cording to its report, and recommends 
cases shall not be dismissed on the 
technical ground that the wrong form 
of action has been stated. The report 
declares suits should go to a conclu- 
sion or judgment, regardless of the form 
of action in which it is brought.

In the cellar are 25 barrels 
and 5000 bottles. of wine and in the 
yard are 18 chickens, many of frying 
size. The guest who can get away 
from the Tichacek home without par- 
taking of wine, chicken or Bohemian 
coffee cake can qualify as an expert 
dodger.

Tichacek takes pride in his skfll as a 
wine maker.

The father of the Tichacek household 
has answered many of the telephone 
calls from girls who wish to be servants 
in his home.

til the latter part of the week. Dele- 
gate Hale’s bill for a vote on a charter 
amendment to increase salaries of mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly, which 
was involved in the mix-up, could not 
be remedied, as it had finally passed 
Friday night. 

At its last meeting the House refused 
to adopt an emergency clause to the 
parkway bill »Secause the Council had 
not added an ermergency clause to the 
sclary increase ?tAll. The House last 
night could have seconsidered its vote 
on the parkway measure and brought it 
to a vote April 1. 

Gundlach Fails in Mission. 

The Council took a recess Tuesday 
afternoon until evening with the ex- 
pectation that the House would re- 
consider its action on the parkway bill, 
and President Gundlach and _ several 
members of the Council spent more 
than an hour on the floor of the House 
in an effort to muster the needed 19 
votes. They failed to get more than 15. 

In the meantime the House adopted 
amendments to the supplemental! appro- 
priation bill, deducting $80 from the 
$6000 it provided for the Public Service 
Commission to enable it to complete its 
investigation of the Bell Telephore Co. 
and the city's water plant, and put $400 
of it into a fund to enable a House 
committee to go on a prospective junket.

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| PUBLIC SERVICE REGULATIONS. 

Attorneys and other representatives of corpora- 
tions are flocking to Jefferson City to participate 
in discussion of the bill creating a public service 
commission and empowering the commission to 
regulate public service corporaticns. 
| These corporation representatives want to prc- 
vent the conferring of comprehensive powers on 
the commission. They are trying to emasculate 
the bill. ¢ 

But without comprehensive powers the commis- 
sion would be practically useless to the ‘people of 
the State. | ‘s 

The vital points are the authority to investigate 
and determine accurately the yalue of the prop- 
erties of the corporations to be regulated; the 
power to control issues of bonds an” stocks, and 
the power to regulate rates and service. 

The power to regulate rates and service is 

fundamental, but that power would be useless 
without the authority to ascertain the physical 
valuation and actual investment of the regulated 
corporations. The protection of the people from 
overcharges and bad service by 2ew public ser- 
vice éorporations would te impossible without 
the power to control issues of stocks and bonds. 
The core of reform in regulating public service 
corporations lies in preventing their taxing the 
people to pay returns on excessive capitalization. 
It is far easier to prevent over-capitalization than 
to squeeze the water out of cld ov-r-capitalized 
corporations. 
_ We should enforce now with reference to new 
public service corporations, the sound principle 
that profits shall be based upon actual invest- 
ment, not stock-and-bond loot. The stupendous 
blunder of the past was i..e failure to check job- 
bery in the issue of stocks and bonds on rail- 
reads and public utilities. 

Investors as well as the people need protec- 
tion from the schemes of -financial jugglers who 
manipulate stocks and bond issues on franchises 
ts their own profit only. The way to attract 
investing capital to a state is to protect it against) 
dishonest capitalization, which is practically a 
fraud under public utility regulation, and assure 
it security, with fair retgrns. None but pro- 
moters win under the old methods. : 

Giving a public service commission ample pow- 
ers does not imply that it shell be unfair 
t> public service corporations. ‘!t reans that it 
shal] be able to protect the public. 

The people must depend upon the Legislators 
to resist the assaults of the corporation agents. 
They will hoid their representitives responsible 
for the legislation designed to protect tnem from 
corporate oppression.

It has been a long time coming—the cure for tu- 
berculosis. If it has been brought by the turtle, 
as Dr. Friedmann asserts, the delay is explained. 
Likewise the tortOise is vindicated, his existence 
is justified, and incidentally he has beaten his old 
rival, the hare, as an aid to science and servant 
of humanity. 

Experiments in the inoculation of animals, relat- 
ing to tuberculosis, have been constant for many 
years. The French physician Villemin demon- 
strated by guinea pigs the transmissible nature of 
the disease. In 1882 Koch announced the discovery 
of the specific organism—bacillus tuberculosis. In 
the 31 years intervening other disciples of Pasteur 
have pressed the search for a serum, and ifn re- 
cent times the search has been stimulated by spe- 
cial endowments. 

Since the international congress on tubercu- 
losis held at Paris in 1905, there has been a world- 
wide awakening of interest angi fresh incentive 
to research. Numerous “cures” have been an- 
nounced and subsequently tested. In 1806 Dr. 
Calmette and M. C. Guerin, of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute of Lille, claimed to have proved that pro- 
tective vaccination against virulent tuberculosis 
can be given by intestinal absorption of bacilli 
modified by heat. Its permanent effect, we believe 
has yet to be established. European clinics have

Statistics based on thousands of 
autopsies indicate that comparatively few people 
escape infection altogether. The average annual 
tribute of the United States to tuberculosis is 
100,000. The civilized world, it is estimated, yields 
over a million deaths a year. ;

Some Law on the Car Question. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In Jersey City, N. J., a city of about 350,000, the 
following ordinance was upheld: 

Section 1. All corporations running trolley cars 
in this city be and they are hereby required be- 
tween the hours of 5:30 and 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing to run a sufficient number of cars to provide 
with a seat every passenger from whom a fare is 
demanded. 

Section 2. That such companies shall run a suf- 
ficient number of cars during the hours of 5:30 
to 7 p. m. that persons desiring transportation 
thereon shall not be kept waiting longer than 
five minutes. 

Section 3. Any violation of any provision of 
this ordinance shall render the company violating 
the same Hable to a penalty of $50 for each of- 
fense. 

The Street Railway company attacked the or- 
dinance and undertook to invalidate same. In 
passing on the matter the court upheld the ordi- 
nance as being a valid exercise of the police 
pewer of the city and among other things sald: 

“It is not disputed that the subject matter of 
the ordinance, the regulation of street railway 
companies in the use and the operation of their 
public vehicles of conveyances with due regard to 
the comfort and safety and health of the passen- 
gers transported and to the convenience of pas- 
sengers desiring transportation is fairly within 
the police power of the city. The sole contention 
is that the ordinance is unreasonable because it 
is impossible to comply with it. The question of 
unreasonableness is a question of fact and the 
burden of proof is upon those who attack the 
ordinance to show its unreasonableness. The 
Court will not interfere unless it is clearly shown 
that the ordinance either upon the face of its pro- 
visions or by reason of the operation in the cir- 
cumstances under which it is to take effect is 
unreasonable or oppressive. We are satsified 
from the evidence that with proper effort during 
the rush hours in question a considerable larger 
number of cars could be operated than at present, 
how many more the evidence does not show, but 
it 4s significant that no effort has yet been made 
to comply with the ordinance. The ordinance not 
being unreasonable it should be permitted to 
stand to the end that it may be enforced.”—North 
Jersey Street Railway vs. Jersey City, 75, N. J. 
Law. , 

In Detroit, Mich., a similar ordinance was upheld 
in the case of the People vs. Detroit Street Rail- 
way Co., 116 Michigan 132. 

In a similar case in New York City (1898) in 
attacking a similar ordinance the company set up 
the defense that it would put them to great ex- 
pense to furnish the additional cars necessary. 
In reply to this contention the Court of Appeals 
of New York sald: 

‘Nor is the question controlled by considera- 
tion of expense to the defendant street railway. 
It received its franchise and privileges for the 
public convenience and to be operated as the pub- 
"ic interests should require. No provision or con- 
dition of the law of its being qualified its obliga- 
tions to use its franchise by permitting the opera- 
tion of the railroad to be controlled by the ques- 
tion of profits. In the case of such quasi-public 
corporations their primary duty and a cardinal 
obligation which arises from the grant of public 
rights and privileges requires of them that they 
should operate their franchises in a reasonable 
subservience to the public convenience.” 

The precise question has never been passed on 
here for the reason that such an ordinance has 
never been passed. If we had such an ordinance 
there is no doubt of its validity here and that it 
would be upheld by our courts. I beHeve we 
should have such an ordinance and have it en- 
forced, as there is no question but at least one- 
third more cars could be operated during rush 
hours in this city. 

The Post-Dispatch has started something; you 
Fave the law with you on the proposition and 
public sentiment with but little urging will sup- 
rort the passage of the necessary ordinance. Can 
you finish what you have started? If I can be of 
arsistance to the league I am at their command 
gratis.

FEES OF FRENCH PHYSICIANS, 
From a Report by J. B. Osborne, Consul at 


Havre. 

As a result of increased cost of living 
in France, the physicians practicing in 
Havre decided, at a meeting on Nov. 
15, 1912, to raise their fees, and on Dec. 
15 the public was notified through the 
press: 

“On and after Jan. 1, 1913, present fees 
of 3, 4 and 5 francs ($0.579, $0.772, and 
$0.965) the visit will be increased to 4, 
—£ and 6 to 10 francs ($0.772, $0.965 and 
$1.158 to $1.93). (The minimum fee is thus 
fixed at $0.772.) 

“These fees will be doubled under the 
following conditions: (1) Urgent calls, or 
those made at a specified hour (by ur- 
gent calls are understood those demand- 
ed after the departure of the physician 
in his daily routine—after 8_o’clock in 
ihe morning or after 3 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon: (2) visits required between 7 and 
10 o'clock in the evening; (3) visits made 
cn Sunday and holidays. 

“For night visits (after 10 p. m.) regu- 
lar fees will be quadrupled.”
